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CONGESTION IS SELF-DEFEATING 


", . .The idea of city planning is one in which 
all these activities - all theplannings that shape 
each one of the fragments thet go to make up the 
physical city - shall be soharmonized as to reduce 
the conflict of purposes end the weste of construc- 
tive effort to a minimum, end thus. secure for the 
people of the city conditions adapted to their 
attaining the maximum of productive efficiency, of 
health, and of enjoyment of life. 

"We are dealing here with the pley of enor- 
mously complex forces which no one clearly under- 
stands and few pretend to; end our efforts to con- 
trol them so often lead to unexpected end deplorable 
results that sober-minced people are often tempted 
to give up trying to exercise a large control, and 
to confine themselves to the day's obvious duty end 
let these remoter matters take their course. 

"And it is true that some sort of shifting 
ecuilibrium is sure to be reached in any case. 
Congestion, like most other evils, is self-limited. 
After congestion of population and the attendant 
ills reach e certain point (as they must have done 
in a good many medizeval tovms), the increasing 
death rate and the decreased attraction of town 
life owing to the misery offsetting its advantages 
must check any further increese, must produce an 
equilibrium. 

"Or take the simpler case of local conges- 
tion of street traffic: when with increesing con- 
gestion at any point the loss of time and other 
objections to passing through thet point become so 
great as to neutralize the advantages to be gained 
by enduring them, the limit hes been reeched and 
edditional people will cease to go there; other 
centers of concentration will tend tobe develoned, 
having relatively greatcr advanteges and less tend- 
ency to become congested, and the congestion at 
the original center will tend to decline. . ." 
-Prederick Law Olmsted at the Second National Con- 
ference on City Planning and the Problems of Con- 
festion, Rochester, Hew York, May 1910. 


A STORY IN MUNICIPAL FINANCE 


The course of municipal finance in Toledo 
doubtless can be matched by many other American 
cities, but a report of the Toledo Citizens Finance 
Committee is remarkable for its sharp analysis and 
uncompromising recommendations. Issued just after 
V-J Day, the report comments that there is "little 
realism in talking about post-war projects" until 
the city catches up with its past obligations. 

Since 1936 Toledo's financial problems have 
been the subject of investigation and report. Op- 
erating deficits, curtailed and inedequate services 
have been the rule. "This condition no longer 
creates excitement... Most of us go about our 
regular tasks firmly convinced that 'they' have 
always managed to keev the city operating somehow 
and ‘'they'll' no doubt continue to do so despite 
recurrent’ forecasts of collapse." 

The 1945 report shows that the city is still 
"getting by." Cash has been found to pay operating 
expenses by refunding $€7 million of debts inside 
the 10-mill limitation. Another aid to the budget 
has been to reduce the number of employees. This 
would be most commendable, the report states, "if 
such reductions were the result of increesed ef- 
ficiency. . »However, these departments were under— 
manned. . ./We/ were impressed. . .with the general 
competence of their administration." A third meta- 
od of meeting expenses has been through deferred 
maintenance and replacement. However, "the money, 
instead of being set aside to cover these costs 
when replacements would be made and maintenance could 
be done, has been used for other things." 

The committee's first recommendation was that 
the citizens vote additional taxes tocarry out the 
financial program. The second recommendation was 
that. Council give sufficient evidence of a policy 
of operating on a budget basis, with expense balanced 
by revenue, to justify the confidence of the citi- 
zens of Toledo in providing increases revenues." 

P. S All bond issues were defeated in the 
November election.

AIRPORT DAMAGE TO SURROUNDING PROPERTY 


The airport plan for the Detroit Metropolitan 
Region, prepared for the Detroit Metropolitan Avia- 
tion Planning Authority by Horner and Shifrin of 
St. Louis, and Smith, Hinchman and Grylls, of De- 
troit, while dealing comprehensively with theentire 
airport situation in the metropolitan region, con- 
tains a section which we have not previously seen 
detailed in reports of a similar nature. 

Table 8 bears thetitle "Estimated Lossin Val- 
ue of Property Surrounding Major Airport Sites." 
An attempt is therein made to estimate the loss in 
value to different types of surrounding property 
because of the location of a major airport. The 
figures are astonishing. In the so-called Eight 
Mile—Wyoming site, which is being urged by the De- 
troit Board of Commerce, the appraisers show a pre- 
sent value of $4,160,000 for 1200 acres of subdi- 
visions. They then show a 74.4 percent loss, or a 
loss of $5,960,900 to property within one-half mile 
surrounding the site. Within the area one-half to 
one mile surrounding the site, the appraisers show 
a 71 percent loss, ora total of $4,490,500 affect- 
4ng 2960 acres of subdivisions.The appraisers' to- 
tal loss in value for farn buildings, residential 
buildings, subdivisions andfarn land is $12,962,400 
at this particular site. At thesite recommended by 
the consultants, namely theGulley-Ford project, the 
real estate appraisers showa total loss of $6,191,- 
800 to surrounding property within a one-mile zone. 

Interestingly enough, the consultants respon- 
sible for the report reduced the first $13,000,000 
figure to $5,739,400, and the second $6,000,000 fi- 
gure to $2,703,200. 

The consultants are of the opinion that the 
aircraft construction industry will greatly reduce 
the nuisance factors innew planes. While accept- 
ing theappraisers' opinion of the loss which might 
occur during the early period of airport operations, 
the consultants conclude, however, thet much of 
this should be recovered asimproved types of planes 
come into use. 

Of course, tne big question is, if such loss 
actually takes place, how will it be compensated? 
If the airport were to be constructed at the site 
shown, would surrounding property owners be paid 
this assumed loss, and if it is paid, how would it 
be recovered if the nuisance is later reduced? 

The report raises anexceedingly important ques- 
tion in the location and construction of airports. 
If the appraisers' report is correct, it is hardly 
conceivable thet any major airport would be located 
anywhere without paying some damages to the owners 
of surrounding property.

MINISTER OF TOWN AND COUNTRY PLANNING 
REJECTS CITY OF LONDON PLAN 


Mr. 7. S. Morrison, the Minister of Tovm and 
Country Planning, has refused to give anprovzl to 
the plan prepared by the Coroorction of London for 
the develosment of the area knovn as the City of 
London (about one mile square). In < letter to the 
Corporation of London the Minister advised that he 
would find great difficulty in approving that plan 
as the basis on which the reconstruction and rede- 
velopment of the city is to be guided. Although 
the letter was accompanied by an appendix giving 
special reference toa number of the more imoortant 
defects in the plan, Mr. Morrison felt that the 
matter could not be dealt “ith by detziled criti- 
cism and amendments. He suggested "that an entire- 
ly new attempt should be made under the guidance 
of some person or persons of admitted cometence 
and authority in town planning, to lay dom the 
lines along which, both in the immediate ovost-war 
period and during the next fifty or sixty years, 
the reconstruction and redevelonment of the city 
should be directed." 

Pointing out that "The City of London is the 
heart of the greatest and most famous city in the 
world, the capital of the British Common7e2lth of 
Nations, and a centre of world trade, commerce and 
finance...it...is...the work-slace of considerably 
more than half a million persons. A greet onvor- 
tunity was lost, in 1666, of laying it out afresh 
in such a manner as to enable it to fulfil these 
various functions in the most ample manner, and to 
develop along lines whichwould enzble it to contin- 
ue to fulfil them. An even greater opportunity has 
now occurred, and the Minister feels very strongly 
that the fullest advuntage of it must be taken." 

"Mr. Morrison does not desire, any more than 
do the Committee, that the Plan finally approved 
should be something ‘remote from execution’: but 
on the other hand he would not wish wholly to dis- 
miss, as the Committee apnear sconevhat sumnerily 
to do, the conception nrecented ct (1) in vara- 
graph 28 of their Report. He does not sugzest 
that the reconstructed City should be either a 
‘museum piece,' or that it should be dominated by 
the desire to produce megnificent ‘vistas! to se- 
lected points of interect, thereby in either case 
sacrificing most of its true function and tradi- 
tion. He is, however, convinced tist the mukers 
of the plan should apnroach treir task by xsking 
‘What sort of a place should the centre of a world 
capital, with an ancient and glorious hirtory and 
a thriving and growing modern life, be?" The iain 
purpose, however, which has actuated the oreocration 
of the Plan now before him apvears to him to be 
"How can some of the major inconveniences of the 
pre-war City be palliated conristently ‘ith the 
least possible change in the eristing layout and 
ownerships. '* 

Mr. Morrison then stated that hefeels strongly 
that "the preparation of an approved plan is 2 mat- 
ter of urgency" and recommended that the Cornoration 
appoint one of the leading town planning exverts to 
prepare, within the next six months, a new Recon- 
struction Plan.

CENSUS STATISTICAL PROGRAM FOR BUSINESS 


The Census Bureau has develoved a new program 
"to measure and describe markets as well as the 
supply of goods being produced for sale in such 
markets, along with thenecessary complementary in- 
formation needed for intelligent analysis of the 
size, location, and conditions existing among vro- 
ducers, distributors, and coneuners in each of the 
major producing and consuming sectors of the busi- 
ness econorry." Current statistics will be vrovided 
which will "enable business and government to keep 
abreast of changes in the economy and in the vopu- 
lation, not only ‘or the country es a whole but 
also for its major subdivisions." 

Data which will be avuilable to business early 
in 1946 include monthly renorts of »vroduction, 
wholesale and retail sales, service trade receipts 
and quarterly reports on the lebor force. The 
business cnd manufacture censuses, the survey of 
consumer income and the sample census of povulation 
(all covering 1346) will be available in 1947.

NEWS FROM MEMBERS IN THE ARMED SERVICES 


Lt. Charles A. Blessing: "IT have seen most 
of the destroyed parts of Tokyo and Yokohama and 
have been to Nagoya and Kyoto. The destruction 
was tremendous - one report stating that in all 
Japan more than 17,000,000 buildings were destroyed 
or severely damaged. Eighty-twomajorcities and 
towns must be reconstructed and fifty more were sub- 
stantially damaged. In Tokyo most of the residen- 
tial sections which were destroyed were burned to 
the ground. Apparently the streets and utilities 
in many instances escaped with minor damage. But 
even in these areas the opportunities for great im- 
provement in the reconstruction process are obvious. 
While the general circulation plan of Tokyo is ex- 
cellent, there are many localities where improve- 
ments can be made. I believe the possibilities of 
greater public control of lot layout and general 
site planning for housing will be the direction in 
which the most effective planning for reconstruction 
can turn. So far little progress has been reported 
on actual plans for physical reconstruction. Every- 
where one can see shack colonies rising. 

"The Reconstruction Committee has published a 
commendable set of standards for rebuilding, but 
practice to date belies the stated intentions of 
the Committee. The Committee recommends reserving 
10 per cent of total city area for open space, 
would take over many old cemeteries and temple 
grounds for recreation areas (a significant depar- 
ture from traditional emphasis on the ancestors), 
would provide for major streets 118 feet in width, 
and vould prohibit the construction of wooden 
structures in the central sections of cities. At 
present most new structures are being constructed 
of wood. The bottlenecks in reconstruction will 
include materials, machinery, transportation, and 
possibly labor. There will be a general occupa- 
tional census on December 1 toindicate among other 
things the number of available building construction 
workers in the large cities. 

"SinceI last saw you in Chicago early in '44 
I have made surveys of 45 of themajor cities of the 
Far East. ‘hen bought together all in one package 
it looks like quite a job - a basic survey froma 
great variety of source materisls - aerial recon- 
naissance, etc., on such major cities as Shanghai, 
Canton, Hongkong, Tokyo, Yokohama, Nagoya, Osaka, 
Kobe, Kyoto and Shimonoseki. Included in our sur— 
vey of the major cities of Japan were 27 cities 
with a total populetion of well over 20 million 
persons. Each of the studies was on a regional 
basis, covering generelly an area within 30 miles 
of the center of the cities. The comparisons of 
city structure are interesting, as comparable in- 
formation was assembled, such as that on residen- 
tial land use, industrial areas, circulation (rail 
and highway), public utilities, topography, major 
public buildings and areas destroyed. I believe 
the surveys represent thebest regional geographical 
information yet assembled uniformly on so many of 
the cities of the Far East. \When permission to use 
the material is granted I hope to have certain 
parts published as I think the information would 
interest many city planners and others in America."

Boerd of Anpneals: Its Limitations and Its Au- 
thority: 

Potts v. Board of Adjustment of Borough of 
princeton et al., Supreme Court of New Jersey 
(September 14, 1945), 43 Atlantic (2d) 850. This 
is another of Judge Heher's intelligent end well- 
recsoned opinions. Ne has a cleer conceptoaf 
planning and social principles, which is all too 
rare. 

The prosecutor (plaintiff) applied to the 
Zoning Board of Adjustment for leave to convert 
his single-femily dwelling house into a two-

family apartment house "within the present struc- 
ture and framework of the dwelling.“ The house 
is located in an "A" residence district, which 
is zoned against two-family dwellings. A portion 
of the house ras abovt six inches from the est 
oroperty line but had always been that way and

side. The Zoning Board of Adjustment denied the 
petition on the ground thet if approval were 
given to this application it might stert a run 


of applicetions for two-family apartments in the 
neighborhood, turning single houses with smell 
side-yards into two-family apartments. Ata re- 
hearing on the petition it was again denied by the 
Board on the ground of preserving the general 
character of the neighborhood. 

The zoning ordinance is somewhat involved, and 
the peculier circumstances of New Jersey law must 
is author- 
ized to issue apermit for the conversion of a dwell- 
ing in a residence "A" district for a distance of 
150 feet from the boundary line of a district. 
This was not an unnecessary hardship case. The 
jurisdiction of the Board of Adjustment is defin- 
itely limited. Thecourt said, "Theadjustment board 
is not a legislative body; and the local legisla- 
tive tribunal, even though itself invested with a 
full measure of the police power, cannot delegate 
the lawmaking function to it. It is requisite that 
the appropriate legislative authority establish a 
sufficient basic standard - a definite and certain 
policy and uniform rule of action - for the guid- 
ance of the agency organized to administer the law, 
or it will constitute a delegation of legisletive 
power in violation of Article IV, sec. 1, placitum 
l, of the State Constitution . . . There was testi- 
mony showing that other exceptions hadbeen granted 
by the board. To this the court said, "Prior excep- 
tions granted by the adjustment board are not in 
themselves controlling. Ill-advised or illegal 
variances do not furnish grounds for 4 repetition 
of the wrong. If that were not so, one variation 
would sustain if it did not compel others, and 
tms the general regulation eventually would be 
nullified. The annulment of zoning is a legislative 
function that is beyond the domain of the zoning 
board." 


hirport Authorities Act of Illinois Upheld: ’ 
People ex rel. Curren, State's Attorney, v. 

Yood, County Judge, et al., Supreme Court of Illi- 

nois (September 19, 1945), 62 ¥. FE. (24) 809. The 





State of Illinois in 1945 adopted "An act in re- 
lation to airport authorities" (Smith-Hurd Stets. 
c. 155 pp 6&1 et seq.). (A cuite similar act of 
the previous session had been declered invalid by 
the Supreme Court.) The act provides for the cre- 
ation of an airport authority (and is especially 
interesting because the authority may include an 
area made up of several communities and surround- 
ing rural districts) by a vote of the majority of 
electors voting on such proposition in the terri- 
tory proposed to be incorporated. It authorizes 
the levy of taxes and the issuance of bonds to be 
paid only from operating revenues. It provides 
for the disconnection of territory which does not 
wish to be included in the authority. 


In upholding the legality of this act, the 


Court said that the General Assembly may create 
municipalities of various kinds, and delegate 
to them the sovereign power of the State to gov- 


ern and to tax;

Nesteuran*t to Boat Livery Helc Not a Change: 

Steudel et al. v. LTroberg et al., Court of Ap- 
peals of Ohio, Lorain County, 63 North Bastern (24) 
241, This was a suit to restrain the operation of 
a boat livery, which premises had previously been 
used as a restaurant in the village of Sheffield 
Lake, Ohio. The zoning ordinance adopted in 1928 
restricted the use of defendants' premises and the 
property adjacent to residential purposes. It pro- 
vided, however, for the continuetion of a noncon- 
forming use if it were not chenged. The ordinance 
created a residence district, a business district, 
etc. In the business district it permitted retail 
trade such as a restaurant, theatre or moving pic- 
ture show, also "any use not included in any other 
class, providing such use is not noxious or offen- 
sive by reason of the emission of odor, dust, smoke, 
gas or noise." 

The Court held: “It is obvious that the beer 
and restaurant business could have been continued 
eIt is likewise obvious that such business use 
could not be 'changed' except to a use included in 
the 'residence clesses' (a higher use). Does the 
supplanting of the restaurant business with a boat 
livery business constitute a 'change' as that word 
is used in the ordinance? . . .As we construe the 
ordinance, a nonconforming use isnot deemed ‘changed! 
if the use falls within the same subdivision of the 
use class. . ." 








Since the boat livery falls in the same 
subdivision, it was held not to be a changed 
use. 

Ed. note: This case shows the necessity for 


clear definition of permitted or prohibited uses. 
Loose catch-all phrases of an indefinite nature will 
often result in trouble.
